INDljSf RELICS , IN DAYTON 

Mr . G&rge Barn^h.^.. one' of 
the mostjv#xperionde'd' 'archae- 
ologist s v .’'in the South, has a 
notable collection of Indian 
relics in the Dayton Bank 
bui Id in g . -HI s- ..-r-el i c s have 
been obtained by digging, in- 
to Indian mounds and into 
places where Indian villages 
are known to have been . 

Included, in a collection of 
prehistoric or ancient imple- 
ments are 300 ungrooved axes, 

£50 grooved axes, 150 flint 
hoes, which were used for cul- 
tivating crops, and beads made 
of fish bones. Also in this 
collection are a number of 
arrowheads and spearheads. 

From the more recently dis- 
covered relics oho may learn 
of the characteristics of the 
Indian. .Contrary to prevalent 
ideas, the Indians were kind 
and affectionate, learning 
treachery and cruelty from 
the white man . "’We find", 
says Mr. Barnes, "that mother- 
love was predominate among 
the Indians as- it is today 
among the present inhabitants 
of America" . Perhaps the best 
proof of this is the number of 
toys and playthings that have • 
been unearthed . The toys are 
very artistic, usually made or 

carved from pottery and. adornodtheir oower to establish in

Often two or more skele- 
tons are found buried together, 
in ‘ explanation of which Mr. 

Barnes points out that the ten- 
der love inherent among the 
Indians gave them the desire 
to be buried in the same mound 
with their loved ones. 

In accordance. with their 
belief of going to a Happy- 
Huriting Ground after death, they 
were often buried with various 
possessions which, in their way 
of thinking, would be of use 
•in their happy home of plenti- 
-ful game. 

One particular skeleton was 
’unearthed, dusted, and moved 
to 1 a case just- as it was found 
..in the mound. Discovered with 
it were 10,500 blue beads, with 
which the Indian more than likely 
expected to trade; brass collar 
and arm bands;- a ; Vermillion paint 
ball and six brushes; gun flints; 
a sword ; and iron tobacco box, 
still containing tobacco; toma- 
hawks; fish giggs; and various 
other articles of use and interest. 
This skeleton had thrity- three 
well-preserved teeth, their con- 
dition indicating that the own- 
er was at the time of his death 
about forty-five year's of age. 

Steps arc being taken by 
numerous institutions in and 
out of Tennessee to buy these 
collections from Mr. Barnes, 
who' emphatically states, "I wish 
my collections to stay in Tenn- 
essee 

And if in Tennessee, why not 
in Bryan? Such a collection, 
under the supervision of an archae- 
ologist of Mr. Barnes' proven a- 
bility would be of infinite val- 
ue to the University and to Day- 
ton . Eero, in our center, is 
the opportunity to obtain some- 
thing which many arc seeking, 
but -which but one may have.

— DR . AUSTIN— 

Just as firmly as he be- 
lieves that the Bible is the 
in spa red word of God does Dr. 
Russell If. Austin, head of 
the science department, be- 
lieve that his co.r, riny to 
Bryan University was- a direct 
answer to prayer. Having been 
thus providentially guided 
here,, Dr. Austin is content to 
stay,’ i n sincere preference to 
larger institutions such as 
the University of Arkansas ahd 
the University of Wisconsin, 
in which he has taught. 

Of farmer parentage, Bussell 
•I. Austin was born and reared 
in the Ozark mountains of Mis- 
souri and Arkansas. Russell, 
laving graduated from Plena, 
(Arkansas) High School in 1913, 
went to the University of Ar- 
ansas the year following, 
specializing in soil study, 
the subject in which he later 
received the degree of Fh. D. 
LTiough he had had no intention 
•;f becoming a teacher, work as 
a student instructor gave him 
a taste, and upon receiving 
his A. B. degree in 1917, he^ 
continued in that line, teach- 
ing agronomy at his Mma Mater 
for seven years. 

In 1924 he went to Michigan 
State College, at East Lansing, 
where he received the degrees 
of M.3. and Ph. D. From 1927 
to 1930 Dr. Austin was assis- 
tant professor of agronomy at 
the University of Tennessee. 

Tie was called fom there to a 
similar position in the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, where as a 
member of the State Soils De- 
partment, ho came into direct 
contact with the farmer and 
his soil problems. 

Dr. Austin credits his home 
influence, religious and help- 
ful as it was, for Ills success, 
[a especially values his fa- 
ther’s advice and encourage- 


ment, whose favorite saying 
was, "Whether you be a car- 
penter or a farmed, don’t be 
a jack— leg, but be the best."
